be Humbly preſented to his moſt Sacred Majeſty. 


May it pleaſe your Moft Excellent Majeſty, 


E your Majeſties Moſt Dutiful , and Loyal Sub- 
jets, The Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen, and 
Aſſiſtants, of your Mageſties City of New Sarum; 
being this day in Common Council Aſſernbled, + 
and taking into our Serious Confideration' your Majeſties Moſt * 
Gracious Deelaration ; which was Read, and Publiſhed, in the 
Cathedral and Parochial Churches, of this City, 'on Sunday laſt 
paſt : Do think it as well our Duty, as it is our Inclination, to rake 
the 
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the firſt opportunity of Unanimouſly Preſenting, to your Sacred 
Majeſty, our Moſt Humble thanks, :That- (in the Place, and at 
thetime of enjoying our Renpny Worthipg Eitablithed by Law, 
and-Supported by yuur Majeſties Royal Protection) your Majeſt 
is Pleafed (in the preſence of God) to Rentwv to'us, Ml cho o& 
ten repeated Aſſurances, which *your Majeſty hath grven"us, of 
Extirpating Popery, from amongſt us, (to which end, we can- 
not but take notice, with all Dutiful Satisfation; that your Ma- 
zeſty hath newly iſſued out your Commands, for a Strict Execu- 
tion of the Laws, both Eccleſiaſtical and Civil, in order there- 
unto) As alſo, of -Redreſſing all our Grievances, and of Goyer- 
ning according to the Fundamental, and eſtabliſhed Taws of this 
Kingdom ; whereof (notwithſtanding the groundleſs Inſinuations 
of Il|-meaning Men to the contrary) all Reaſonable, and Sober 
Men, are, and ought to be moſt entirely convinced. 

Nor may we forbear, moſt humbly taking notice, of your Ma- 
zeſties indetatigable Care and Paines for the Preſervation of Zanger, 
in the midſt ot ſo many great Streights and Difficulties ; by Sup- 
porting with Supplies, out of your Majeſties own Stores, a City 
of Chriſtians amongſt Mahumetans, of that importance to Trade, 
and in that extremity of danger to be loſt, which, nothing but 
God Almighties Goodneſs, afliſting your Princely undertaking, 
could poſſibly effect ; and for which, our Poſterity, as-well as 
our ſelves, will everbe oblig'd to praiſe God. 

And, wedo on our parts, 4nd Humbly befzech your Majeſty 
tobe aſlured, of our Sincere, and perte&t Acquieſcence, under your 
Majeſties moſt Gracious Government,” of our equal and-ampartial 
Deteſtation of all Popiſh and Phanatical principles, and practices, 
tending to Sedition and Rebellion, and of our Reſolute, and Sted- 
faſt Adherence to your Majeſties Government, both in Church 
and State, as now by Law Eſtabliſhed. 

In Defence whereof,and of your Majeſties Sacred Perſon (whom 
God long Preſerve) We do with humble Confidence, moſt cheer- 
fully offer to your Majeſty, the Command' of our Lives-and For- 
tunes; and that not only out of an entire and fettled. Principle 
of Allegiance, -but alſo out of a deep Senſe; That in the Preſerva- 
tion and Security of your Sacred Majeſties Life, and Juſt Prero- 
gative, all our Lives and Liberties-do Conſift. 
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
